County Jail Not Fit - Elba 
Grand Jury Reports 


The Coffee County Jail 
came in for some heavy cri- 
tisism last week when the 
Grand Jury met in Elba. The 
jail facilities had also beencr- 
iticized by the Enterprise Gr- 
and Jury the previous week. 

~The Elba Grand Jury re- 
port on the jail -began with, 
“The jail is a disgrace to the 
;County.” The. report noted 
that it seemed to be useless 
to list all the deficiencies si- 
nce the whole system is sub- 
standard, obsolete, too small 


, and needs to be replaced. 


However, sixteen major 
deficiencies were listed. They 
included cracked walis fire 
hazzards, roof leaking and full 
of-trash, broken drain pipes, 
dirty cells and prisoners, po- 
or electrical system, heating 
system obsolete and a fire 
hazzard, locking system obso- 
lete, padded cell only half pa- 
dded, bathing facilities sub- 
standard, no suitable provi- 
sion for women prisoners, no 
provisions for working those 
committed to hard labor, etc. 

The Grand Jury recom- 
mended, “That the facility be 
condemned and that a new fa- 


" cility of adequate size be co- 


nstructed immediately.” It fu- 
rther recommended that ifthe 
Grand Jury has any power then 
this report should be worded 
so that there can be no alt- 
ernative. 

Many of these deficiencies 
have been in prior Grand Ju- 
ry reports and many have been 
discussed by county officials. 
Both former Sheriff Ralph Sp- 
arks and present Sheriff Neil 
Grantham have appealed tothe 
county commisioners for anew 
jail. Grantham has also asked 
for a number of improvements 
in the present jail if a new 
facility is not to be built. The 
bathing facilities criticized by 
the Grand Jury contributed to 
the latest jail break. Prison- 
ers have to be moved from one

The Elba Grand Jury re- 
viewed the report of the En- 
terprise Grand Jury and ag- 
reed with its findings in re- 
ference to the courthouse and 
other buildings. The Enter- 
prise report called for nec- 
essary repairs be madetothe 
courthouse, jail, courthouse 
annex, pensions and securi- 
ties building, to preserve the 
County investment in those 
buildings. 

The Elba Grand Jury re- 
turned twenty-seven indict- 
ments, all of which are fel- 
onies, after examining fifty 
presentments. They returned 
one matter to the Inferior 
Court and transfered five to 
the Enterprise Grand Jury di- 
vision. 

The Enterprise Grand Ju- 
ry examined seventy-eight ca- 
ses and returned indictments 
in fifty-one of these cases. 
All but five of these were 
felonies. : 

The Enterprise Grand Ju- 
ry dove into couhty politics 
somewhat when it reported 
on newspaper reports and co- 
nversations that the County 
Commissioners seem to have 
problems among themselves 
with regard to getting things 
done in this county. They 
acknowledged that elections 
for commissioners and the 
probate judge will be held 
next spring but were not im- 
pressed with the fact that the 
county should be run stric- 
tly along political lines, as 
opposed to good business pr- 
actices. 

The Enterprise Grand Ju- 
ry expressed that it was im- 
pressed with the Unit Sys- 
tem, however according to 
the report, “It appears that 
we are getting back to the 
old days of operating the road 
department for political pur- 
poses.” 

They recommended that the 
County governing body re- 
assess the situation of each

Commission Talks Of School Board 
“Borrowing” Engineer Opposed To 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission interviewed a state 
employee in a special meet- « 
ing Tuesday morning. The 
object was to decide if the 
commissioners wanted to ac- 
cept the loan of the man from 
the highway department to act 
as County Engineer for six 
months. 

State Highway Director, 
Ray Bass, had made the offer 
to Probate Judge James Saw- 
yer, providing the county wo- 
uld pay 50% of the man’s sa- 
lary. 

The state employee, Ber- 
nard Richburg, is a registered 
engineer and works in the 
Troy District office. He li- 
ves on Rt. 1, Glenwood, in the 
Henderson community of Pike 
County, about five miles north 
of the Coffee County line. 

The county commissi- 
oners all expressed favorable 
impressions with Richburg’s 
qualifications, education and 
work experience. Their first 
concern was “can we get him 
for a full year rather than 
six months.” 

The commissioners voted 
to check into the matter and 
give a decision at the next 
regular meeting, which is set 
for July 14. They are to ch- 
eck with the state highway de- 
parment and see if the man 
can be borrowed for 12 mon- 
ths. The commissioners also 
noted that by that time they 
will know the man and pro- 
bably would try to hire him 
from the State if they liked 
his work. 

In postponing any positive 
action the commissioners se- 
emed to agree with Commiss- 
ioner O. V. Waters who wanted 
to wait until the next meeting, 
“because this body has made 
too many snap decisions and 
many of them were bad.” 

Judge James Sawyer said, 
“We stumbled up on this and 
it seems to be a good thing.” 
He also said, “We have got to 
have an engineer or help from 
the state in some way.” 

Commissioner Bennie Be- 
ckham said, “If Ray Bass rec- 
ommended this man, Iam sure 
he is good.” 

“If Ray Bass recommended 
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him, that is all I need,” said 
Commissioner Don Smith. 

Commissioner Flournoy 
Whitman said, “I am im- 
pressed with his resume, but, 
on a temporary basis, we wo- 
uld be in as bad or worse 
shape than now. Also he has 
not completed training to qu- 
alify on a permanent bases.” 
He continued, “I am very much 
in favor of this man, but ona 
temporary basis of six mon- 
ths, I am opposed.” 

“If we tear up what we have 
for six months, and then lo- 
se him, we will be in worse 
shape than we now are in,” 
said Commissioner Albert Dy- 
ess.

The Coffee County Board 
of Education went on record 
last Friday morning opposing 
the recently advertised bill 
to return the County Super- 
intendent of Education office 
to an elective basis. The 
office was changed from el- 
ective to appointive during the 
term of former Representa- 
tive Douglas Easters. The 
bill to change it back is being 
introduced by Representative 
Jimmy Holley. 

Holley is introducing a se- 
cond bill to allow only resi- 
dents of the county school 
district to vote in the elec- 
tion. He said this is being 
done due to criticism from 
county residents that the vo- 
ters of Elba and Enterprise 
have in the past carried a big 
vote in the election of a per- 
son who wouldn’t even serve 
them or their children. 

One member of the county 
board reported to this news- 
paper that he had been told 
of rumors that one of the 
reasons for the change at this 
time is that someone who 
wants the job is pushing the 
elective method because he 
feels he can get elected but 
that the county board would 
not appoint him to the of- 
fice. The board member did 
not indicate that he knew who 
this person was. 

Represerative Holley was 
contacted and asked if he was 
the one interested in the po- 
Sition and Holley said, “That 
is not my purpose and | will 
not be a candidate for the 
office of Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation.” 

Holley said that the many 
people who had asked him 
to introduce the bill fell they 
needed more say-so about a 
person who bore the burdenof 
shaping the lives of their ch- 
ildren.

What I am say- 
ing is that we need a course 
in Cosmetology taught in the 
Vocational Department. I know 
they have a D. I. Program wh- 
ere the girl works in a bea- 
uty salon, which is called on 
the job training. The only 
thing is, today beauty shop 
managers who take on a D. I. 
student is too busy to really 
train the girl. They get to ob- 
serve and to learn to sham- 
poo, but, what about learning 
how to style hair, what about 
the State Board Exam they have 
to take in Montgomery, which 
is very hard even for students 
who attend a regular beauty 
school. Let me assure you 
that the one hour theory class 
that is taught in the D. I. 
program can’t begin to cover 
the material they have to know 
to pass the written exam. 

If there were a class of 
Cosmetology at the Vocational 
Department, the students 
would get class supervision 
by a licensed instructor and 
constant supervision of prac- 
tical work. After two school 
years of training under this 
program during their Junior 
and Senior year (of high sch- 
ool), they could go from there 
and work immédiately with li- 

,cense to practice and be fully

Q. My husband, 66, has 
been in the hospital for al- 
most 3 months, and will 
have to be there for several 
more weeks. I thought Medi- 
care covered only 90 days in 
the hospital, but our doctor 
says Medicare will also help 
pay for this extra time. Is he 
right? 


A. Possibly. Under Medi- 


care hospital insurance, 
there is a “reserve” of 60 
additiona! hospital days. 


For each reserve day, Medi- 
care will pay for all covered 
services your husband re- 
ceives in a hospital except 
for $42 a day. 

However, each reserve 
day your husband uses per- 
manently reduces the total 
he has left. For example, if 
he uses 14 days of his re- 
serve, he will have 46 days 
left. 


Q. I plan to apply for sup- 
plemental security income 
payments, and I understand 
my life insurance will count 
as a resource. Does this in- 
clude term insurance? 


A. The cash surrender 
value of your life insurance 
wil] count as a resource if 
the total face value of all 
your life insurance policies 
on any one person is over 
$1,500. Term insurance has 
no cash surrender value 
and is not considered as a 
resource. 

Q. I'll be 65 in a few 
months, and I just got in the 
mail a Medicare card show- 
ing I have coverage under 
both the hospital and the 
medical part of the pregram. 
Since I'm a Christian Scien- 
tist, I want only the hos- 
pital part and not the med- 
ical part. What should I do? 

A. Just fill in the informa-

A Concerned Citizen 


Dear Mr. Cox: 

This letter is in response 
to your relatively new poli- 
cy of accepting letters. from 
concerned citizens who do not 
wish to sign their names tothe 
letters and publishing them irf 
your column “Speaking Out.” 


I write as a former resident 
of Coffee County, now living 
in Covington County, and a 
regular reader of The Elba 
Clipper. The observations 
outlined in this letter are made 
Gaily as my job takes me to 
Enterprise and back via Elba 
and New Brockton. 

I observed with admiration 
some time ago as Coffee Co- 
unty established the County 
Unit System of government 
to include road construction 
and maintenance. I knew of 
the many personality con- 
flicts between officials as the 
Unit System was developed and 
implemented. It appeared that 
the Unit System was start- 
ing to function effectively when 
Mr. Ham was discharged. I 
feel that the unfortunate dis- 
charge of Mr. Ham was due 
primarily to personality con- 
flicts between county officials 
and was initiated as a blow 
against the Unit System. The 
case in point is that the op- 
eration of the Unit System, 
without the guidance of a co- 
unty engineer; has deterior- 
ated to the point which al- 
lows the observations stated 
in this letter to be made. 

I observe, mornings and 
afternoons, county owned ve- 
hicles being driven to and 
from county employee’s ho- 
mes. The use of county ow- 
ned vehicles for private tr- 
ansportation to and from work 
defies one of the basic pre- 
mises of the Unit System. The 
Unit System is set up around 
one central equipment yard 
from which vehicles and eq- 
ulpment would general’; be 
dispatched daily. 1 do not 
feel that it is fair to the tax 
payer for county owned ve- 
hicles to be used for private 
transportation to and from 
work I further feel it un- 
fair for county owned pick- 
up trucks to be used for per- 
sonal pleasure, commercial 
and farm business. This si- 
tuation has been mea..’ ned 
previously in your column, 


“Brainstorms.” 

The observed vehicles me- 
ntioned above include dump 
trucks, pick-up trucks, fuel 
truck and a car. The hea- 
viest concentration is in the 
area of dump trucks and pi- 
ck up trucks. These appear 
daily on a regular basis. It 
seems such a shame for the 
tax payer's money to be wa- 
sted in such a manner. My 
employer does not furnish tr- 
ansportation to and from my 
job, nor do I expect it, so 
why should the tax payer have 
to pay the salary of an in- 
dividual and also furnish him 
a vehicle to ride to and from 
his job plus other personal 
use of the vehicle. 

We wonder why the el- 
ected officials of Coffee Co- 
unty condone such action as 
mentioned above. Perhaps 
as election time draws ne- 
erer they will be more con- 
cerned with the efficient op- 
eration of the county and will 
employ an engineer to pro- 
vide guidance for the Unit 
System. If the county offi- 
cials continue to deem it ne- 
cessary for county vehicles 
to be used privately, perhaps 
they could encourage pool use 
of the vehicles rather than 
the present one man-one ve 
hicle use. This would at le- 
ast comply’ with the Pre- 
sident’s plea to car pool and 
conserve gasoline. Isn't it 
time Coffee County began to 
operated as a well managed 
business?

This was based on 
the idea that proper road bu- 
ilding and maintenance takes 
long range planning.

Excessive government re- 
gulations are partly to blame 
for our current economic sit- 
uation. Regulation of private 
enterprise is so extensive it 
upsets the free market, ham- 
Strings business and costs 
consumers an estimated $130 
billion a year, about $2,000 
pey family. Economic regu- 
latior -- transportation, la- 
bor, energy, agriculture, fi- 
nancial institutions, foreign 
and domestic trade prac- 
tices -- costs consumers be- 
tween $45 and $60 billion a 
year. Environmental regula- 
tions cost another $50 to $60 
billion and health, safety and 
product regulations cost more 
than $10 billion according to 
the Office of Management and 
Budget. 

The inflationary impact 
of filling out the 5,146 dif- 
ferent types of government fo- 
rms is astounding. It is es- 
timated that business spends 
at least 130 million man-hours 
a year just to fill out the nec- 
essary federal papers. A Se- 
nate subcommittee estimates 
private business spends $10 
billion or more annually on 
paperwork demanded by the 
federal bureaucracy, and the 
General Accounting Office cal- 
culates that in 1973 paperwork 
cost the government itself $15 
billion, Over 63,000 people are 
employed in regulatory agen- 
cies, and government has be- 
come the nation’s biggest boss- 
one out of every $ix working 
Americans is employed by fed- 
eral, state or local govern- 
ments. Obviously, this is 
more government than we need, 
more government than most 
people want, and certainly 
more government than we are 
willing to pay for. 

If this is the case, why 
do these perverse regulatory 
agencies continue to increase 
their power? For the last 88 
years, and especially the last

two decades, Congress has ap- 
proved Utopian regulatory le- 
gislation to protect every ri- 
ght, to defend every privilege, 
to anticipate every threat. Un- 
fortunately, because Congress 
does not exercise the neces- 
sary oversight, the federal ag- 
encies are, to analarming de- * 
gree, being ruled by arbitrary 
edicts issued by uninhibited 
Washingtonbureaucrats -- with 
results ranging from the ab- 
surd to the tragic. Last year, 
it required 45,422 pages inthe 

Federal Register just to pub- 
lish the stream of bureaucra- 
tic decrees and edicts pouring 
out of Washington. 

It would seem that the so- 
lution to this problem would 
be to reappraise and abolish 
some of these regulatory ag- 
encies, or at the very least, 
exercise proper Congressional 
oversight. Instead, two new 
regulatory agencies began op- 
erations this year -- the Fed- 
eral Elections Commission and 
the Commodity Trading Com- 
mission. Now we are being 
asked to authorize another $60 
million to create another re- 
gulatory monster - the Agency 
for Consumer Advocacy. This 
is insane! This new agency 
will not protect the consumer 
but will only further increase 
the cost of goods and ser- 
vices by imposing new costs 
on business and industry 

But, the economic havoc 
these regulators cause is not 
the prime reason they are 
dangerous. The greatest pro- 
blem carries no price tag -- 
overreliance upon government 
erodes personal and economic 
freedom and is alien to our 
American system which di- 
ctates that power be ex- 
ercised only by elected offi- 
cials, not by non-elected fed- 
eral bureaucrats. 1 will con- 
tinue to fight the birth and 
growth of these regulatory ag- 
encies.

BOND ISSUE FOR SCHOOLS 


One of the greatest prob- 
lems which we have in Ala- 
bama is that many of our ele- 
mentary and secondary schools 
operate in classrooms which 
are over crowded, in bad re- 
pair, and out-dated. If all 
of our children are to receive 
a quality education, then atre- 
mendous amount of construc- 
tion and general repair work 
must take place throughout the 
state. Also, there is a great 
need for additional equipment 
and supplies in most school 
systems. 

In light of these problems, 
and the ever increasing finan- 
cial burden facing local gover- 
nment, I have proposed to the 
Legislature, a $304 million 
Bond Issue. to upgrade school 
buildings and equipment throu- 
ghout the State. This pro- 
posal will require no addi- 
tiopal taxes to finance it. 
There is $60 million set as- 
ide for capital outlay in the 
Governor's: proposed budget 
which can be used to finance 
the Bond Issue. There is no 
question but that the real pro- 
blems in education exist at 
the local level. These prob- 
lems can only be solved if the 
capital outlay needs at the lo- 
cal level are met. 

The Bond Issue would pro- 
in six specific 
areas: 

1. $250 Million for elemen- 
tary and secondary schools, 
with each city and county sys- 
tem receiving a base figure 
and the remaining funds being 
appropriated on a per pupil 
or need basis. 

2. $26 Million for state te- 
chnical institutes at the post- 
secondary level, where 88% 
of our young people should 


be receiving vocational or oc- 
cupational training. 

3. $15 Million for high school 
level area vocational training 
schools. 

4. $10 Million for state ju- 
nior colleges. 

5. $2 Million for the Youth 
Services Board to help update 
its facilities, such as the one 
at Mt. Meigs. 

6. $1 Million for buying eq- 
uipment and supplies for the 
Alabama Industrial Training 
Development Program. 

The needs of education in 
grades 1-12 and the area of 
vocational education have not 
been adequately provided for in 
our state. By enacting this 
Bond Issue, help can be offe- 
red to local school systems.

The judge said that when 
a customer hires a photographer 
to take pictures, the pictures be- 
come the exclusive property of the

This is the usual rule. While the 
photographer may retain posses- 
sion of the negatives, he ordinarily~ 
has no right to sell copies without 
the customer's consent. 

It is a different story, however, 
if the photographer, instead of be- 
ing hired for the job, takes the 
picture on his own initiative. Con- 
sider this case: 

A free lance photographer, put- 
ting together an exhibit of his 
work, took pictures of a prominent 
businessman. The pictures were 
his own idea, and he charged 
nothing for taking them. 

Under these circumstances, a 
court held that the businessman 
—even though he bought several 
prints for himself—had no right to 
pass them along for use in a maga- 
zine. 

And a free lance photograph of 
a street scene would not give 
ownership ,rights to people who 
happened to appear in the picture. 

A borderline case arose when 
a photographer was asked to take 
pictures of a high school gradu- 
ating class. Was he entitled to the 
copyright? 

Admittedly, the initiative for 
the picture had come from the 
students. Still, they had not prom- 
ised him any payment at all. He 

, could cash in only if the students 
should decide, afterward, to or- 
der prints. 

A court ruled that in all fair- 
ness, the copyright did belong to 
the photographer. Since he was 

taking that much risk, reasoned 
the court, he was entitled to that 
much reward. |

WATERING TIPS 

July and August can bring 
a period of stress on your 
Shrubs, trees and lawngrasses 
as well as annuals and peren- 
nials. Some of this stress is 
caused by high temperatures 
and lack of rainfall. 

There isn't too much you 
can do about summer heat. But 
you can remedy the lack of 
rainfall by watering plants th- 
oroughly once a week 

Too often plants are sp- 
rinkled rather than watered 
Sprinkling allows the moisture 
to evaporate rather than pen- 
etrate the soil down into the 
root zone But, evaporation 
will give the plants temporary 
relief from drought stress 
Sprinkling the foliage is an 
acceptable practice for newly 
set shrubs and flowers be- 
cause severe wilting can kill 
these plants 

The wise gardener uses his 
garden hose without the noz- 
zle on shrubs and flowers pl- 
anted in beds, planters, etc 
Lay the hose end in the bed 
and let a slow stream of wa- 
ter run for at least an hour 
to soak,the bed. Less water 
will be wasted through run- 
off if a slow easy flow of 
water is used 

Remember, plants allowed 
to go into moisture stress -- 
indicated by wilting -- won't 
be as healthy as plants wat- 
ered before they reach the 
stress point.

How does a man feel when 
he uses weed and grass con- 
trol. for the first time ever 
on his corn crop and gets 
good results’ I asked Rex 
Bradshaw of Route 4,. Elba, 
about this as. he showed me 
field after field of weed and 
grass free corn Bradshaw 
said, “I would definitely tell 
every corn farmer who has a 
problem with grass and we- 
eds to use the herbicides that 
are available for weed con- 
trol. This year I used 3 3/4 
pints of Sutan per acre plus 
I sprayed and incorporated this 
material about 2 weeks before 
planting If I had a severe 
buffalo grass problem, I would 
use a little more of the Sutan 
per acre.” 

Bradshaw is a corn, pea- 
nut and soybean farmer and has 
been using chemicals on pea- 
nuts for years He recog- 
nized a couple of years back 
that he could help weed con- 
trol in peanuts by using her- 
bicides in the corn crop pre- 
ceeding the peanuts This 
year he applied the Sutan and 
Astrex to 60 acres just be- 
fore receiving 14 inches ofrain 
in a four-day period. He did 
not get quite as good con- 
trol on that 60 acres as he 
did on acres where it was ap- 
plied after the rain Actu- 
ally, he could not tell much 
difference The main grass 
that was not controlled as well 
on the 60 acres was buffalo 
grass. He came back and used 
Evik using drop nozzles anda 
directed spray on the 60 acres 
that he did not get excellent 
control on due to the heavy 
rains The Evik completely 
cleaned the corn He used 
2 pounds per acre. He po- 
inted out that in their exper- 
ience Evik works better if it 
is applied to the weeds and 
grasses in the early stages 

Bradshaw was asked the 
main reason why he started 
using herbicides on corn. He 
continued, “Last year my corn 
got about 3 feet high and I 
had grass, citrons and weeds 
so bad that when cultivating 
we had to stop everv 10-15 feet 
aod tlean off the plows. We 
just could’ not cut up or cover 
up the massive weeds affi 
grasses we had last year. We 
have been getting our recom- 
mendations from the County 
Extension offices for several 
years on weed control, but I 
did not think I really needed 
it on corn. I always thought 
I could keep my corn clean 
enough. -I realize now that I 
have been making a mistake 
just using cultivations alone 
I also read up on the use of 
herbicides on corn and talked 
to other farmers. We had to 
do something... We figured 
our corn yield was cut in 
half last year.” 

Bradshaw's corn is tassel- 


> 


ling and silking, and he won't 


cultivate at all. It won't be 
necessary. The main weeds 
he controlled using these ma- 
terials were coffee weeds, co- 


cRleburs, pursley and nut- 
grass. 
About three weeks after 


planting they applied 160 po- 
unds of nitrogen per acre. 
Theyused anhydrous and:just 
placed it in the middle of tne 
row. Bradshaw and his bro- 
ther Larry farm together on 
some of their land. They es- 
timated that if they can get 
sufficient rain in the next few 
weeks they will probably com- 
bine 100 bushels per acre 
They definitely have the po- 
tential for that. The corn is 
spaced 12-13 inches apart. It 
has a deep, green color which 
shows that they used enough 
nitrogen They have enough 
moisture now to take them 10 
days even if they don’t get any 
rain. I! believe that the Brad- 
shaws are going to have the 
best and most profitable crop 
of corn they have ever had 
Some of their corn will be 
sold early as high moisture 
corn 

Based on my experience 
in this county with corn and 
peanut production, we are pl- 
anning to emphasize weed con- 
trol in corn and grain sor- 
ghum much more inour meet- 
ings this fall, winter and next 
spring than ever before I 
don’t think producers of these 
crops cah afford to have weed 
and grasses take up moisture 
and fertilize intended for the 
corn. In addition, these weeds 
are much harder to bring un- 
der control in the next year’s 
peanut rotation 


CORN 
Coffee County could very 
easily make a record corn 


yield this year. I don’t think 
l am premature in saying ifwe 
can get 2 to 3 more rains, 
we will make arecordperacre 
yield. Some of the older corn 
would already make an excel- 
lent crop even if it does not 
rain again 

Speaking of corn, you can 
easily see those fields where 
not enough nitrogen was put 
out. Some of those fields are 
somewhat yellow. Many fields 
have yellow spots in them 
This indicates where nitrogen 
was not put out or too little 
was used 

Generally speaking, though, 
our farmers have done an ex- 
cellent job this year under ad- 
verse conditions in getting the 
corn crop planted. Someofthe 
younger corn may not make 
but on the other hand it could 
make a record crop also if 
rains continue

Dr. Morris Schulzinger st- 
udied 35,000 accidents over a 
period of 18 years. He con- 
cluded: “In the course of a 
life span, almost any normal 
individual under emotional st- 
rain or conflict may become 
temporarily accident prone and 
suffer a series of accidents in 
fairly rapid succession.” 

For example, when you are 
sick or tired or working extra 
hours or had a few drinks or 
have other personal problems, 
you are much more likely 
to have an accident. During 
times of stress and trouble, it 
is much easier to forget about 
Safety. Your mind is on ot- 
her things. Keep this in mind 
as you make it through the 
remainder of the summer mon- 
ths. Let's eliminate accidents 
in Coffee County if possible! 


FARM MANAGF {ENT 

Good farm management 
will return more of a pre- 
mium this year and in the 
years ahead than ever before, 
For example, picking the most 
during a particular year means 
following the dictages of sup- 
ply and demand. For example, 
a lot of people cut back on 
soybeans because they knew 
that a big crop was being pl- 
anted. This, plus less use of 
soybeans, has affected the pr- 
ice and made them less pro- 
fitable. Other things that af- 
fected decisions on soybeans 
throughout the country was Br- 
azil’s soybean crop which was 
up 30% in 1974. Some experts 
are predicting that Brazil's 
1975 crop will be even higher 
than the 1°74 crop 

All of this points out that 
with world competition Coffee 
County farmers are going to 
have to be sharp managers 
and efficent producers inorder 
That is the eh- 
allenge that goes with the ex- 
panded opportunities of freer 
world trade

Mr. Tofany called for more 
involvement in the safety effort 
by private sector groups—such 
as industry, civic organizations, 
trade associations and unions 
—and by state and local gov- 
ernments, 

“The task before us,” he 
said, “is to find more and more 
means to achieve constructive 
change.” 

The safety leader appealed 
to industrial safety profes- 
sionals and safety-minded man- 
agers to “see accident preven- 
tion in its real relationship to 
costs, . . . The enemy of cor- 
porate well-being today is 
waste, and | submit that there 
is nO more conspicuous, gross 
and avoidable form of waste 

than that produced by acci- 
dents.” : 

According to Mr. Tofany, 
the cost of on-the-job accidents 
in 1974 was SIS billion, He 
added that accidents in public 
places, in the home and in 
motor vehicles involving mem- 
bers of the work force cost 
another $10 billion in lost 
Wages last year. Mr. Tofany 
said the total $25 billion pro- 
ductivity loss amounted to two 
per cent of the nation's total 
productivity in 1974, as repre- 
sented by the nation’s $1.4 tril- 
lion Gross National Product. 
Since the nation’s annual infla- 
tion rate is about 11 per cent,
